Besides this, there is reported to be an 
insufficient stock of wood pulp, and for 
the first time in its history the paper 
trust has been importing pulp from 
Norway. This shortage affects news- 
paper, book, writing and white paper. 


Scarcity of Garden Seed. 

The American Agriculturist’s annual 
midwinter report on the seed situation 
discloses a short supply of field and 
garden seed, such as cucumbers, sweet 
corn, beans, ete. Consequently high 
prices are bound to prevail, and gar- 
dener» are advised to get their supplies 
early.

| in the ‘Town hall greeted Jacob-A. Riis 
| 00 Monday evening, when they were 
| treated to a lecture by the famous slum 

worker, author, and lecturer. The hall 
was packed with people eager to hear of 
the work which has been done by the 


the “ most useful citizen in New York,” 
and the audience drank jin every word 
whick was said. 

They were free~ with their applatise 
and Jaughter, as well as a sympathetic 
sigh, as Mr. Riis told of the different 
stages of life in the crowded tenement 
districts in New York: 

Mr. Riis was introduced by Principal 
A. E. Stearns of Phillips Academy, who 
spoke of the work which had been done 
by him during the past twenty years. 

_Mr. Riis then gave a brief outline of 

his labors with the slums from the time 
he was a police reporter for the New 
York Sun. He spoke with the use of a 
stereopticon to illustrate the lecture, 
and showed many pictures of places 
which one would not care to get into. 
Other pictures showed the changed con- 
ditions which exist since the sunshine 
has entered. Mr. Riis said that from 
actual count in one square of blocks 
bounded by four streets there were 
361,000 rooms which had never been 
penetrated by a ray of sunlight. This 
same sguare contained 2800 families. 
Most of the families are destitute, but 
as arule the fathers are eager for work 
but cannot find it. In this particular 
square one bath tub: served for the 
whole tenement, it being the only one in 
the neighboi hood, : 

The tenement districts are so con- 
gested that there is no chance for sani- 
lary arrangements, and therefore health 
must be sacrificed. In some of the 
tenements boarders or roomers are 
taken and at times there areas many as 
fifteen persons sleeping in one room, 
which is against the law. 

He said that the boys, as a rule, were 
not bad boys, it: being the surroundings 
which made them yrow to be wicked 
men, 


Mr. Riis started twenty-five years ago 
to tear down the crowded tenement 
houses of New York and put in their 
place small parks and*flower gardens; to 
see. that sensible tenement house laws 
were passed and enforced; to do away 
with police station lodging houses; to

schools for all the children of New 
York ; to establish boys’ clubs and girls’ 
cooking and sewing schools. 

He has been very successful in his 


work and has received the aid of many 
wealthy and influential citizens of the 
city. Parks have been built on sites 
formerly occupied by the disreputable 
tenement and lodging houses; new 
school-houses have been built’ which 
sunlight, and playgrounds 
established for the accommodation of. 
the school children. 


Speaking of the famous Mulbury bend, 
he said: “ It cost $1,500,000 to pull the 
tenements down and put a park there, 
but that was mighty cheap. Since the 
sunshine moved in there not a murder 
has been done in that neighborhood and 
the police reporters are never called on 
to go there. Not because the people of 
those tenements moved elsewhere, be- 
cause crime did not increase elsewhere, 
but because the causes of crime were 
removed when the sunshine came in.” 


Mr. Riis says bad boys and girls are 
not born, but made. He does not be- 
lieve in the theory of heredity. All 
boys are good boys, all, girls are good 
girls, when they begin life. ‘The chil- 
dren must have room to play. 

He told of the good work that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt did while police commis- 
sioner of New York. Not a week had 
elapsed from the time of his appoint- 
ment before be was at work solving the 
question of how to improve conditions in 
the slum district. He was ‘taken per- 
sonally by Mr. Riis to visit the tene- 
ments and was surprised at the condition 
of affairs, and said then and there that 


There have been many beautiful and 
comfortable tenement houses built for 
the poorer class by philanthropic people, 
the rents of which are cheap, but every 
thing is kept neat and clean, good sani- 
tary arrangements and play grounds. 

Mr. Riis has not stopped with his 
work, but will keep at it until his hopes 
are fully realized. 

Many expressed their appreciation of 
the lecture and the pleasure of hearing 
such a man as Jacob A, Riis. 

He spoke before the students of Phil- 
lips Academy in chapel on Tuesday 
morning, and the talk was much appre- 
ciated by the boys.
